Another Bribery Scandal Aired. 


The practice of interviewing and sounding prospective jurors 


has resulted in a n;isty scandal being injected into the Rucf trial. 
John M. Kelly, one of the talesmen, is accused with soliciting a 
bribe from the lefensc. 
The prosecution retorts with the counter- 


charges that an attempt was made to bribe Kelly. 


William J. Burns says he laid a trap for the defense and has 


caught them trying to bribe jurors. 


The question naturally occurs, why did not Burns promptly 


have the contrr ctor, IHake, who is accused of offering the bribe, 
arrested? Why did he postpone his allegation of attempted bribery 
till Kelly was charged in open court with soliciting a bribe? 


How came Burns to pick Kelly out from hundreds of 
other 


talesmen to do his "stooling"? 
If Kelly was posted to report at- 


tempts to bribe him, he must have been prepared, if not coached, 
to discuss brtbe-y. 
Did he solicit a bribe at the instigation of the 


prosecution to see if the defense was willing to bribe him? 


Blake swea-s Kelly solicited a bribe and Kelly swears Blake 


offered him a 1 ribe. 
Kelly also avors that there was some hag- 


gling over the [ rice of corruption. That carries the inference that 
he showed a wi ling-ness to accept a bribe, but demurred at 
the 


amount offered. The issue is one of personal veracity between RHkc 
and Kelly, and hence it is "entirely improbable that either will be 
punished or the truth definitely ascertained by the public. 


Frank J. Murphy says he reported 
Kelly's solicitation 
of 
a 


•bribe to Judge Sturtevant, the presiding judge of the Superior Court, 
/while Burns says Kelly acted under his instructions and with the 
knowledge of the District Attorney's office. 


It is a debatable question whether a man willing to play the 


part Burns sayt he assigned to Kelly is worthy of credence. 
On 


the other hand, Blake's attempt to sotuifl Kelly on behalf of Ruet 
can only be excused on the ground that the agents of Burns were 
doing the same thing for the prosecution. 
The affair is a dis- 


gusting commentary on the present method of administering the 
criminal laws in San Francisco.
